Arrest 

Suspect accused of 
killing 12-year-girl 
found in Minnesota 

Chicago Tribune 

Chicago police always had suspected that 
the man who raped and killed 12-year-old 
Jahmeshia Conner was part of the fabric of a 
small section of En- 
glewood where she 
lived with her mother 
and four siblings. 

But, with almost no 
leads, the 2009 case 
went cold, and the 
fifth-grader’s family 
questioned whether 
police had done enough to investigate in the 
two weeks between when she went missing 
and when her strangled body was found in a 
South Side alley 

On Wednesday police revealed charges 


against a man who had once lived and worked 
in a church attended by Jahmeshia’s family 
about a block away from her home. 

Rene Valentin-Matos, 47, was arrested in 
a small town in central Minnesota, where he 
worked at a bakery on Main Street and won a 
reputation as a quiet, gentle man, according to 
his boss. 

Police said a pivotal break in the case came 
early this year when DNA from Jahmeshia’s 
slaying matched a rape in 2011 of a Pilsen 
woman. With the help of that victim and the 
dogged efforts of detectives, police suspected 
Valentin-Matos, though his largely clean crimi- 
nal record meant investigators had no DNA of 
his to try to match up. 

Complicating their efforts, he had moved 
away, but detectives tracked him to Cold 
Spring, Minn. DNA taken from Valentin-Ma- 
tos matched up with both victims, authorities 
said. 

Valentin-Matos had been charged in January 
in connection with the 2011 rape, but he fought 


extradition. On Tuesday Chicago police took 
custody of him in Minnesota and brought 

H him to Cook County 
to face charges for 
Jahmeshia’s rape and 
murder as well. He is 
expected to appear in 
bond court Thursday 
Outside her South 

Valentin-Matos Side apartment 

Wednesday evening, 
Jahmeshia’s mother, Birdie Lewis, spoke about 
how happy she was that the arrest occurred 
days before Mother’s Day But her daughter’s 
slaying has changed her life forever, she told a 
throng of reporters. 

While other relatives expressed frustration 
at how long the case had taken to solve, Lewis 
said she wasn’t bitter about that. 

“Pm not mad at the police. Pm mad at the 
person who did this,” said Lewis, flanked by 
relatives. “How can I be mad at the police? It’s 
not their fault. It’s the person’s fault who did this 


to my child. It’s his fault. So he has to pay 

“I hope he don’t never ever get a chance to 
see the light of day” 

In January the office of Area Central detec- 
tives received an email from the state crime lab. 
Officers were floored to learn that DNA gath- 
ered from the 2011 rape of the Pilsen woman 
matched evidence collected after Jahmeshia’s 
slaying and sexual assault. 

Detectives re-interviewed the victim of the 
2011 attack, then used crucial information she 
provided to pinpoint Valentin-Matos as a sus- 
pect. Police then tracked him to Cold Spring- 
population 4,000. 

Local officers there spent about two weeks 
on the lookout for Valentin-Matos after a tip 
on his workplace didn’t pan out, said interim 
police Chief Chris Boucher. He was arrest- 
ed Jan. 18 after a patrol officer happened to 
spot him shoveling snow in front of the Cold 
Springs Bakery, where he worked. 

“It was one of those things where it was 
dumb luck,” Boucher said.

CTA adds cameras, 
touts crime decrease

The CTA has finished retrofitting its older 
rail cars with security cameras, the agency 
said Wednesday while touting a 26 percent 
decrease in serious crimes in the first three 
months of the year. 

The CTA said it has added security cam- 
eras to 834 of its 2600- and 3200-series 
cars, which run on the Red, Purple, Brown, 
Orange and Blue lines. There are now 
23,000 cameras systemwide, the CTA said. 
Cameras already were installed on its new rail 
cars, the 5000-series cars that run on the Red, 
Purple, Pink, Green and Yellow lines. 

At a press conference Wednesday at the 
Kimball Brown Line stop, CTA President 
Forrest Claypool and Mayor Emanuel cred- 
ited cameras with a 26 percent decline in se- 
rious crime for January through March com- 
pared to the same period in 2013. 

Thefts, the most common serious crime on 
the CTA, declined 23 percent systemwide, the 
CTA said. From January to March in 2013, the 
CTA reported 491 thefts, but that number 
was down to 377 for the same period this year, 
Claypool said. The agency said it has seen a 
rise in recent years of thefts on the CTA be- 
cause more riders use smartphones and tab- 


lets. The Chicago police could not immedi- 
ately provide electronic theft numbers. 

More cameras on the CTA have “put crimi- 
nals on notice,” Claypool said, adding, “We’re 
watching you. And we will prosecute you for 
crimes to the fullest extent of the law.” 

Besides the cameras, officials said an in- 
crease of police patrols helped lower CTA 
crime. 

Weather had a “very minimal” impact on 
the reduction in crime, a CTA spokeswoman 
said. But the agency is blaming weather for its 
lower ridership this year. 

The agency logged only 20.5 million bus 
rides and 17.5 million rail rides in January the 
most recent ridership data on transitchicago. 
com. This is the lowest bus ridership the 
agency has seen in at least six years, according 
to CTA ridership numbers. 

The CTA logged 25 million bus rides and 
19 million rail rides in an average 2013 month. 

Chicago Public Schools were closed for 
four days because of snow and cold in January 
and some businesses also shut down during 
Chiberia, which greatly affected bus rider- 
ship, the CTA said.

34-year-old man was shot to death in the 
8100 block of South Cottage Grove Avenue, ac- 
cording to officials. 

Chatham has recorded five homicides so 
far this year. The South Side community area 
logged 12 homicides last year, the same num- 
ber as in 2012, RedEye determined. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were record- 
ed in the last week in Austin, Chicago Lawn, 
Englewood, North Lawndale and Washington 
Heights, according to police information. 

April ended last week with 35 homicides, 
up from 24 homicides in April 2013, RedEye 
determined. 

Eight homicides have been logged so far this 
month. Forty-six homicides were recorded in 
May 2013, RedEye found.

Kit Harington reveals his 
‘Game of Thrones’ world 

Los Angeles Times 

Kit Harington, the English actor who plays 
morally forthright Jon Snow on HBO’s “Game 
of Thrones,” was showing a guest around the 
Northern Ireland set where he was spending a 
September evening battling a traitor, when he 
paused to note the grim decor that so often 
crops up on the series. 

“There’s always heads on pikes,” Harington 
said nonchalantly 

It was early last fall when Harington was 
shooting the sequence that would appear in 
the fifth episode of the show’s fourth season, 
which saw him confront the Night’s Watch 
mutineers hiding out at Craster’s Keep— and 
if you missed the installment, titled “First of 
His Name,” you might want to stop reading 
now 

The episode, which aired Sunday, saw Jon 
bring a squad of his sworn brothers north of 
the wall on a mission to punish them for their 
desertion and to ensure they would not be able 
to reveal the secrets of Castle Black to the in- 
vading Wildings and their king, Mance Rayder 
(Ciaran Hinds). On the set, Harington re- 
hearsed the choreography of the standoff with 
Burn Gorman’s wicked Karl Tanner. 

“It’s been a really incredible set to look at 
but a really inhospitable place to work,” Har- 
ington said. “You’ve always got dead pig that’s 
burning. In ‘Thrones,’ they use everything 
that’s real, so you’ve got a very warm heated 
environment— somehow we’re always shoot- 
ing in summer. I’ve always got blood on my 
face and it’s made out of sugar syrup, so wasps 
fly at your face during scenes. Doing a sword 
fight in there, as I found out today, is a bit of 
a task. You come outside to get fresh air and 
the wasps attack your face. You go back inside

and you’re choking on smoke and dead pig 
smell.” 

Of course, Snow is wrestling with more 
than just bloodthirsty adversaries this season. 
The physical battles are sometimes the easier 
ones, Harington said— coming to terms with 
the absence of his advisers, and his lost Wild- 
ing love, is a more complicated task. 

“This is a very interesting season for him 
because it is about honor,” Harington said. 
“When he was young in the first season, 
honor was a simple thing. Now— in fact, in 
this scene— he learns that honor isn’t a simple 
thing. To win you have to be dirty sometimes 
to get to an honorable place. To eventually 
get to the right ending, he has to do things 
he doesn’t want to do. He has to leave Ygritte 
{Rose Leslie} and lie to her. He has to lie to his 
friends, he has to fight dirty at times. It was 
never as simple as he thought it was for Ned 
Stark, his idol.”

From ‘My Girl’ to 
grown-up roles

Actress Anna Chlumsky fidgeted in her chair. 
Her gaze and attention focused sharply on 
the woman seated across from her, Sheila Nix, 
chief of staff to Dr. Jill Biden. 

Nix had just been asked— in front of a 
University of Chicago auditorium filled with 
political science students and TV fans— what 
people in Washington think of HBO’s politi- 
cal comedy, “Veep.” On the show, Chlumsky 
plays Amy Brookheimer, the fictional vice 
president’s chief of staff. 

“People really like ‘Veep,’ ” Nix said as a 
wide smile swept across Chlumsky’s face. 
“There are really funny [Washington] pieces 
that I think the show gets just right.” 

Chlumsky has plenty to be delighted with 
these days. Critical darling “Veep” has been 
renewed for a fourth season, and her de- 
piction of the work-obsessed, ever-willing 
Brookheimer is even stronger and more nu- 
anced this season than her Emmy-nominated 
performance last season. Equally commend- 
able is her emotional turn as Miriam Lass, a 
torture survivor on NBC’s ultracreepy “Han- 
nibal.” A recent episode heavily featured 
Chlumsky’s dramatic chops when she had a 
psychotic break in the presence of the person 
she believed was her tormentor. 

“It was amazing to see her come on [‘Han- 
nibal’], have a very specific performance and 
see something so diametrically opposed [on 
‘Veep,’]” said Bryan Fuller, creator of “Han- 
nibal.” “She’s just as genuine and honest and 
believable in both worlds.” 

Before her appearance last month at 
U. of C., her alma mater, Chlumsky, 33, en- 



joyed a cappuccino and described her fond- 
ness for the craft of acting. 

“The best acting happens when you are 
completely un-self-conscious,” she said. “To 
me, the idea that you can put all of your atten- 
tion on a text or on a partner or on the pres- 
ent moment, that is just a really noble form of 
storytelling. I am still falling in love with it to 
that degree.”

Killer who inspired ‘Bernie’ freed

The killer who inspired “Bernie” has been 
freed— and will live in director Richard Lin- 
klater’s garage apartment 

Hollywood couldn’t have come up with 
a plot twist as unusual as the latest develop- 
ment in the case of Bernie Tiede, 55, the east 
Texas assistant funeral director whose killing 
of his closest confidant, a reclusive 81-year-old 
millionaire, inspired Linklater’s well-regarded 
2011 film “Bernie,” starring Jack Black. 

On Tuesday, Tiede was released from prison 
after a judge recommended that his life sen- 
tence be reduced to time served and that he 
be released on $10,000 bond pending appel- 
late court approval. 

Among the conditions of his release is that 
he will live in a garage apartment owned by 
Linklater. 

Tiede also is to work as a legal clerk for Jodi 
Cole, the attorney who first approached Lin- 
klater after a screening of “Bernie” and ques- 
tioned Tiede’s original conviction. 

As the film wand a gleeful Black depict, 
Tiede befriended Marjorie Nugent, a wealthy 
widow in the town of Carthage, after handling 


her husband’s funeral and soon began over- 
seeing many of her affairs. Eventually, she be- 
came overbearing, and one day in 1996 Tiede 
snapped and shot her four times in the back. 

Cole, in part because of what she saw in 
the film, reviewed the case and wound up 
finding that Tiede had been repeatedly sexu- 
ally abused as a child, a revelation that helped 
convince District Attorney Danny Buck Da- 
vidson that Tiede’s actions probably were in- 
fluenced by the abuse.
